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THE STATIC STALKER STORY

An amateur radio operator (whom we will call “Jon” — not his real name) had been frustrated with a hellacious 
noise level ruining his HF radio reception from aboard his classic wooden cabin cruiser docked inside his com- 
munal boathouse at his weekend retreat on the island known as Benjamin Cay.

After dodging several errant SUVs driven by texting 
trophy-wives, Jon parked the PT Cruiser in front of Radio Hut. He looked up at its classic illuminated sign, a 
reminder of when radios were radios, Jon thought, and when video games, digital cameras and cellular tele- 
phones weren’t the store’s primary retail products. He winced just thinking about the chain store’s pending 
name truncation to just “The Hut.” I guess they beat “Pizza Hut” to it, he thought. 


Jon put out his cigarette in the ash can next to the door before he walked inside. The store manager, a turban- 
clad giant of a man named Babu, greeted Jon warmly from the front counter. 


“Ah, hallo, my Jon-ajawn,” said Babu. How may [help you today? I know you are not here to complain about 
your cellular phone service.”

It only seemed to be on 30 meters, though, but that is my best 
band to use to work back there. At the store a day or so later, I saw a man drive up in white Ford Explorer which was cov- 
ered with antennas and had a ham radio license plate. The driver, he looked just like Neil Diamond!” 


“From Diamond Antennas?” chuckled Jon. 


No, you silly infidel, you know, the Canadian singer,” replied Babu. “My wife loves his songs. Anyway, only 
you and a few other hams come to my store these days, so I know most of them...but I had never seen him be- 
fore. This man, he came in and wanted some diodes and some fuses. When he came to the counter to pay for 
the parts, I told him about my QRN problem and I asked him what he thought it could be. He said he didn’t 
know, but offered to drive to my QTH and see if he could track the QRN down. I told him he was welcome that 
evening after I closed up. He said just to call him on the club 6 meter repeater. His callsign was WB3MGV. 
After I closed up for the day, I called him on the repeater and he answered right away. Soon, he rolled up my 
driveway in his Ford Explorer and within 10 minutes, he had found the QRN source...and KILLED it!”

Below this text was the callsign WB3MGV and a list of HF and VHF frequencies he monitored. 


Jon thanked Babu and walked out of the store back to his PT Cruiser. A “Static Stalker,” Jon thought, as he drove back to 
Benjamin Cay, probably just what I need. Dude didn’t put a phone number or even his name on the card. “This is like in 
the movies when someone hires a hit man,” he chuckled out loud. Jon dialed up the club’s 6 meter FM repeater and put 
out a call for WB3MGV. To Jon’s surprise, WB3MGV quickly answered.“WB3MGV, this is WG4CZX,” said Jon, “I 
think I need your services, the name here is Jon.” Jon put the microphone down and lit a cigarette while he waited for the 
Benjamin Cay drawbridge to lower. 


“WG4CZX, this is WB3MGV,” came the reply, “Sure, if you aren’t too far away, I can meet you this evening.” Jon 
detected a Maryland accent. 


“[’m on Benjamin Cay at the Bethel Boat Houses” replied Jon. “We use 147.570 FM simplex around the island. Just call 
me on that when you’re coming up on the drawbridge and I’1l talk you in.” 


“Sound great,” came the reply, “I'll give you a call in a couple hours.” 


“Wonderful, looking forward to your help,” said Jon, as he and WB3MGV signed off the repeater. Jon clapped his hands 
with glee as he puffed on his cigarette. Hit man enroute, he thought. 


About an hour before sunset, Jon was aboard his boat and had just finished replacing some interior lights when his 2 meter 
rig crackled. 


“WG4CZX from WB3MGV mobile, are you monitoring, Jon?” Jon tossed his tools down on the deck and grabbed the 
microphone. 


“WB3MGV mobile, this is WG4CZX, good evening, sir.” Jon then radioed directions to WB3MGV and he 
soon saw a pair of headlights driving slowly towards the boathouse. He walked up the gangway just as an an- 
tenna-laden white Ford Explorer came to a stop under the levee lights. The front license plate was a small ver- 
sion of a Maryland flag and mounted directly underneath it was a half-size membership plate from a local volun- 
teer fire department.
